A PAYING PROPOSITION. 


In a friendly conversation, a gen- 
tleman last week asked us if we 
really believed that ordinary ad- 
vertising paid the purchaser. In 
the course of the discussion it was 
agreed by both sides thut while 
there was no doubt much opportu- 
nity for waste, yet that judicious 
advertising is an actual necessity to 
any business. Of course, no one 
claims that a card in the paper will 
drag customers into a store and 
‘open their purses, but it is demon- 
strated daily that the man ‘who 
spends a trifling percentage of his 
receipts in an attractive or curiosity 
producing way in some popular 
paper, gets a big return. If a’ ‘man’s 
expenses are a thousand dollars a 
month, say, we cost of advertising 
will hardly be more than two or 
three per cent. of that amount, and 
it may easily be believed that if he 
is selling ten thousand a month he 
can add a few: hundred to it. If be 
does, he is not only adding to his 
profits, but is turning old goods 
into fresh ones. Advertising is a 
legitimate department of a man’s 
business, and it should receive its 
due share of attention. The man 
who neglects it is making as great 
a mistake as he who forgets any 

ered: rm etail of his trade. Of course, 
1 1 only: oue department and all 
the dtliers must be kept up also. A 
man's business must not be all ad- 
vertising! He ought to keep his 
protifises to the public, and have as 
good goods and as low prices as he 
advertisces. Even if bis advertise- 
ment tontains nothing new, it im- 
presses those whb see it favorably. 
Almost everyone who reads a paper 
year after year, comes to feel an 
interest in it, and a sort of sym- 
pathy, Which extends to the other 
patrons of it. if they see a good 
ad. they say, ‘‘Well, that man 
wauts bysiness, and we.better try 
him once. He must have a big 
stock and be-doing a good business, 
or he could not afford to advertise 
so well. AB Horace Greeley truly 
said, there is nothing so successful 
as suédess, and if the people are led 
to believe, either by printer’s ink or 
other means, that the firm is 
enjoying abundaut prosperity, a 
current sets that way iight off. Ik, 
on the other hand, they see signs of 
hard tities ‘all around a place, they 
become: coy: at once and take it for 
granted that other folks have found 
it to their advantage to go else- 
where, and they follow. Besides 
all this, it helps a town to have a

States, to be applied under State laws, 
and also to require the States to appro- 
priate an amonut eqna) to what they 
receive from Congress: 

Resolved, That this convention does 
most heartily approve of the adoption 
of some measure of material legisla- 
tion which shall embody the principles 
set forth in the foregoing preamble. 

The discussion of the subject of Fed- 
eral aid to education was then opened 
by the Rev. J. Livery of Virginia, 
agent of the Peabody fund, who, in a 
speech, held the convention’s closest 
attention. In speaking of the South, 
he said: No people have ever accom-

are ulso settling in adjacent States and 
territories; in tact Mormonism is to- 
day, broader, deeper and stronger 
than ever before. It is aggressive in 
every sense of ihe word, and must be 
dealt with in an aggressive manner. 
The Governor further said that from 
Louisvillé he would goto Washing- 
ton and make a written report on the 
condition in the Territory to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior.

the depths, or to prospect for the 
hidden treasure he fondly expects tu 
realize on. A visit to Marlette & 
Folsom’s wood camp, at the north 
end of Lake Tahoe, would give him 
some conception of this immense 
industry. A GAZETTE representa- 
tive spent a day or two at the camp 
recently, and here presents a few 
crude facts regarding this branch of 
COMSTOCK MINING. 

Marlette & Folsom employ, di- 
rectly and under contract, about 
350 men, besides a Jarge number of 
horsesand mules. Their operations 
are confined between the summit of 
the chain of mountains bounding 
the east shore of the lake, and the 
one running back from a point 
about four miles east of Hot 
Springs. Over3,000 acres of heavily 
wooded land have been stripped 
during the past three seasons of 
130,000 cords of wood and 3,000,000 
feet of timber, by this firm alone. 
At the present time they are send- 
ing down about 400 cords per day. 
It is marvelous to see how cheaply 
and quickly they can clear a sec- 
tion of land, and it is very interest- 
ing to study the system of trans- 
portation which takes it to the fur- 
nace door. The wood is all, or 
nearly all, cut during the Winter 
and Spring months. 

THE TREES ARE FELLED 
And cut up into four-foot cuts— 
the length required. When on a 
side hill, steep enough to admit of 
it, these cuts are rolled into the 
canyon below, where they are split 
into wood and piled ready for 
measurement and transportation. 
Where the country is compara- 
tively level, wagons are used to 
convey it to a convenient fluming 
place, but where it lies on exces- 
sively rough ground the wood is 
fn son out by Mexicans and mules.

Not long ago an item went the 
rounds of the press stating that the 
Adinutant General of the United 
States army had sent circulars to the 
Adjutant-Geterals bf the Afferent 
States asking in how short a time the 
militia could be “prepared for nctive 
campaign service, and in event of an 
emergency, how large a force could 
be put inte the field?, General Cosby, 
of California, thought it strange that 
he had never received such a eiren - 
lar, and wrote to Adjutant-General 
Drumm. In reply he lately re- 
ceived a letter stating that there is 
not h particle of truth in the news 
paper statement, as no such circular 
as been issued or is contempluted. 


Furze is the name of a new grass 
about to be introduced in the United 
States to take the place of alfalfa and 
other coarse hay. It is said to suit it- 
self to all kinds of soil or exposure, 
growing six to eight feet high in good 
soil and from one to two feet in hard dry 
soil. It is cultivated extensively: in 
Great Britain for fodder, and flonrishes 
on galt marshes and hillsides, appat- 
ently useful for no other purpose. All 
kinds of stock eat it readily, green or 
dry. It is claimed for this grass that it 
will grow readily upon the hills and 
sagebrush plains of Nevada, and re- 
main green all Summer without the ‘aid 
of water. Stock growers onght to give 
the grass a trial, The expense would 
be trifling and may afferd good pastur- 
age where nothing but worthless weeds 
and sagebrush now grow. 

Of the appropriations of $100,000,- 
000 for the payment of pensions for 
the fiscal year ended Jutie 30th 
$30,000,000 remained unexpended, 
and was re-appropriated for the 
present fiscal year, making the sum 
available for expenses of the Pension 
Bureau about $125,000,000. Com- 
missioner Dudley expresses the 
opinion that there will be another 
large sur} lus at the end of the present 
fiscal year. In that event he will ask 
to have the surplus re-appropriated, 
and expecta to be able to considers- 
bly reduce the amount required for 
the fisca] year beginning July Ist, 
1884, The Commissioner says that, 
notwithstanding. the probable ex- 
penses and this large surplas, the 
number of pension claims passed 
upon the present year will show a 
large increase over last year, and he 
attributes the saying to the character 
of the cases and the efficiency of the 
examiners: Commissioner Dudley 
is also of the opinion that he will be 
‘enabled to reduce the number em- 
ployed in the Pension Bureau from
